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THE LEGISLATURE 


Gossip of The Doings of The Indi­ 


ana Lawmakers. 


The legislature has been in session 
over four weeks and is nearly half 
over. 
The burden of the work is yet 
to be done and if it is done well the 
lawmakers will have to get down aud 
work more dilligently than they have 
up to the present time. 
There is no 
shortage of bills, however, for 301 
have been introduced in the Senate 
and 389 in the House. 
In fact too 
much time is spent on freak bills that 
the authors know in advance will 
never be seriously considered. 
Below 
is given in substance some of the 
things done in the Senate and House 
during the last day or two. 
The Committee on Roads reported 
favorably on Senator Long's bill, 
which legalizes gravel road bonds 
issued under an 
act of 1905. 
The 
same committee 
recommended 
the 
postponement of Senator L ong’s bill 
providing for the appointment of road 
supervisor by the township trustee, 
and 
recommended 
the 
passage of 
Senator Bowser’s bill permitting the 
placing of hitching posts near church 
property. 
A bill has been introduced to in­ 
crease the tax for Indiana University, 
Purdue, and the State Normal. 
By 
direct taxation now I. U. get $168,000 
a year, Purdue the same amount and 
the State Normal $123,000, which most 
taxpayers believe is quite enough if 
wisely used. 
In the above figures no 
specific appropriations are included 
and these usually amount to as much 
more. 
A bill has been introduced 
to give 
the State Veterinarian authority to 
order the muzzling of all 
clogs in 
localities where Tabbies appear. 
A bill has been introduced to re­ 
quire drivers of automobiles to come 
to a stop before crossing a railroad 
track and th* penaiity for violating 
same is a tine not to exceed $.30 for 
first offense, lltX) for second and $200 
for third is provided. 
Action on the local option bill has 
been postponed from day to day, the 
repealers hoping to gather enough 
strength to carry out th°ir promises to 
Crawford Fairbanks et a1.

New Fish Bill.

seining with a net with meshes smaller 
than one and one quarter inches, or a 
net more than sixty feet in length.

fisherman must get the written per­ 
mission of the property owners across 
whose lands the stream flows at place 
where the seining is to be done.

As Is usual with ex p eri­ 
mental legislation, difficulties p resent 
th emselv es, now th at th e sy stem Is be­ 
ing p ut In op eration. Time and ex p eri­ 
ence will ov ercome th em. 
In th e Unit­ 
ed States th ere h as been no legislation 
on th e subject, and p ractically no de­ 
mand for any .

left, and not altogeth er in v ain, to Indi­ 
v idual Initiativ e. 
One great emp loy er

Under th e German law a man 
must h av e worked 
continuously 
for 
th irty y ears and h av e reach ed th e age 
of 70 to claim a p ension for incap acity 
arising from old nge. 
Morris & Co. 
make th e y ears of serv ice twenty and 
th e nge for retiring 55. Th e max imum 
p ension In Germany is about $50 a y ear. 
Th e Ch icago minimum will be nlnnit 
ten times th at. 
Th e men wh o come 
with in th e scop e of one of th ese Ameri­ 
can old nge p ension p lans fare much 
better th an th e German workers. Th ey 
are but a small p ercentage of th e work­ 
ingmen of th e country . 
Wh ile oth er 
great emp loy ers of labor will one by 
one make p rov ision for old nge p en­ 
sions. a h ost of workers will h av e to 
p rov ide th em for th emselv es. Th e sav ­ 
ings bank Insurance and p ension p lan 
now in successful op eration in Massa­ 
ch usetts h olds out 
th em op p ortuni­ 
ties of wh ich th ey sh ould av ail th em­ 
selv es wh erev er p ossible.

Slate can be saw« l and worked so 
accurately th at bath tubs and cisterns 
are made p erfectly water tigh t simp ly 
by joining th e edges of th e blocks.

is got out of th e ground by means of 
blasting, h oles being bored into It with 
steam drills. 
With derricks and h oist­ 
ing ch ains th e rough slabs are lifted 
to th e edges of th e quarry , and th en are 
roll« l on trucks to tlje sh anty of th e 
sp litter. 
Th e slate forms naturally in 
lay ers, and th e sp litter, following th e 
grain or “ribbon” with a largp ch isel, 
sep arates th e blocks into strip s of th e 
p ro-p er th ickness for roofing slate. Th e 
strip s p ass th rough a cutting or trim ­ 
ming mach ine, wh ere, by th e blows of a 
h eav y knife, th e irregular p ieces are 
cut Into rectangular "shing les.”

Is furnish ed with sev enty -fiv e cutting 
diamonds. Probably th ese arc th e most 
ex p ensiv e saws in th e forh l; for each 
one costs .$5,300. Th ere are also in th e 
factory diamond jigsaws,

slate working mach inery . 
A h uge h orizontal saw th at works 
on one of th e blocks of slate is low­ 
er« ! by a ratch et at th e rate of a 
quarter of an inch a minute. 
It would 
cut iron or steel at th e same rate. 
Water Is p lay ed on th e saw to keep it 
cool and wash th e slate dust from th e 
cut.

Those guilty are in the same category with persons 
who open letters not intended for their perusal, and 
tile only difference between the listener at keyholes and 
the telephone sneak is that telephone sneaking is lss 
Hkly to result in detection and punishment. 
This sort 
of thing ought to lie stopped, and some day it will be.—

THE DIVORCE EVIL.

^ IIE large number of divorces in the United 
States and lim rate at which divorce is 
I 
increasing are frequent topics of disctis- 
aion, much of which is based upon slight 
or incomplete knowledge. 
The Bureau of 
the Census lias, however, made it possible 
to judge tile m atter somewhat more accu­ 
rately. for a bulletin lias Just been issued which covets 
the period between 1887 and 1906. 
A previous investigation by the Bureau of Labor cov­ 
ered the period from 1867 to 1*87. 
It is therefore now 
possible to consult figures w hich cover forty years of 
American life. 
The first thing noted is that tile marriage rate in this 
country is higher than In any other in which statistics 
upon the m atter are preserved. 
It is also a fact that 
there are far fewer illegal unions between man and 
woman in America than iii other countries. 
This having been noted, it cannot be denied that di­ 
vorces are astonishingly numerous, and are increasing. 
The rate of increase ai the end of tile forty-year period 
mentioned is three times as great as the increase iii 
population: hut even during the first decade under con­ 
s i d e r a t io n — from 1870 to 1880—the rate was two and 
one-lialf times as great. 
At present, one couple In every 
twelve eventually secure a divorce. Twice as many legal 
separations are secured by wives as by husbands. 
The cause of divorce most frequently assigned is de­ 
sertion. and this calls attention to something that is not 
always (onsjdeml lu the study of divorce conditions in 
America*-the fact that nearly all the unione between 
man end woman In this country are legal, from which the 
escape sought, if sought at all, must also he legal— in 


JAPAN AND WORLD CHANGES. 


HE mind of the observer of to-days’ events 
of Yokohama must inevitably recall the 
scene of fifty-five years ago, when Commo­ 
dore Perry’s little fleet of unwelcome visit­ 
ors anchored in the Bay of Yeddo, tore the 
exclusive veil from the face of Japanese 
civilization and gave the Impetus to that 
movement of national transform ation which has been 
the wonder of the modern world. 
The contrast between 
the wooden paddle wheel steam ers and sailing ships of 
1853 and 1854, with which tile Japanese were over­ 
awed, and compelled against their will to enter into 
communication with the West, and the steel-walled bat­ 
tleships of Admiral Sperry’s command, to-day welcomed 
with lavish hospitality at the Japanese capital, is sug­ 
gestive of the greater contrast between the international 
relationships of 1852 and of 11M >8. 
In the evolution of 
the modern warship from the primitive types of tile 
Susquehanna and the Mississippi, then at the beginning 
of steam navigation, to the battleships of the American 
fleet, marvelous as it has been, there is no sueli stupen­ 
dous change as that presented by Japan itself.—P hila­ 
delphia Public Ledger.

The business of the Hudson 
Bay 
Company is carried on by a force th at 
is organized and 
disciplined 
as 
an 
army. In writing of “The North Coun­ 
try,” Mr. Auer devotes some interest­ 
ing chapters to the operations of this 
company. 
He claims for it the credit 
of having greatly benefited the Indian 
tribes within its limits. 
The account 
is from the traders in the service of 
the company, and may he colored by 
personal interests, yet the story is one 
of romantic charm. 
The company Is 
English, but its employes are nearly 
all Scotchmen. 
When a Scotch laddie 16 or 18 years 
of age seeks employment with the com­ 
pany he is required to pass a rigid 
mental and physical examination, and 
to convince the examining representa­ 
tive of the soundness of his moral fiber. 
If he passes the examination, he i9 
notified to hold himself in readiness 
to sail at a certain date for some post 
on the bay, hut before entering the 
service he m ust sign a formal enlist­ 
ment for the term of five years. 
He 
does not know it at the time, hut th a t 
five years’ enlistment, with very few 
exceptions, means a whole lifetime. 
Upon his arrival at York Factory, he 
is generally sent to pass the first five 
years of his apprenticeship iii the ex­ 
treme northern districts of the Mac­ 
kenzie River and Athabasca, that he 
may be entirely severed from all diver­ 
sions of 
the outer world, and may 
learn without distraction the practical 
working of the Indian trade. 
During 
this period he is paid the sum of £20 
a year, with rations. 
Quarters are 
furnished free of cost, and lie has the 
privilege of purchasing clothing from 
the company’s store at IO per cent 
above cost. 
As clothing is the only expense he 
can possibly incur, the hulk of his com­ 
pensation remains in the hands of his 
employers, draw ing compound Interest. 
For the first few years he Is sales­ 
man at the company's trade rooms, but 
makes occasional trips to the Indian 
camps on trading expeditions with the 
chief trader. 
His next advance is to the account­ 
a n t’s office of the post, where he re­ 
ceives tho official designation of clerk, 
and at this position he remains until 
at least fourteen years of service have 
elapsed, after which he is placed in 
one of the depots or district headquar­ 
ters as chief clerk. 
By this time his salary has been in­ 
creased to £100 pounds yearly, and Ills 
ambition points only In the direction 
of further preferm ent in the same ser­ 
vice. 
His daily routine lias given him a 
fixed habit of thought and life, and 
his journeys with tile chief trader have 
all taken his mind from the world be­ 
yond the forest. 
Sometimes he feels 
the impulse to get hack again into the 
world of men and things, but he Is 
predestined to find it commonplace and 
strange, and his only happiness as well 
as his only sphere of usefulness lies 
far back in the forest, in the world of 
nature.

taining, and even convincing. His touch 
is ever light, no m atter what the sub­ 
ject with which lie is dealing. 
Ilia 
speeches are always interesting, replete 
with delicate irony, and odd little hu­ 
morous touches. 
Epigram follows epi­ 
gram, bon mot follows lion mot, and 
with genial cynicism and wit savoring 
of Paris rather th an of Berlin, there 
is plenty of worldly wisdom and of 
practical common sense, which relieve 
his utterances of the charge of super­ 
ficiality. 
Add to this th a t he has charm ing 
manners, th at his tone, even tow ard his 
bitterest opponent, is always courteous, 
th a t his blows suggest the delicate Ita l­ 
ian rapier of the Middle Ages ra th e r 
than the modern German broadsw ord; 
th at no one can state a disagreeable 
fact more blandly, nor pay a compli­ 
ment more neatly, and you will under­ 
stand the advantages which he enjoys 
in Teuton public life, especially in the 
Reichstag. 
At first the members of th** latter 
were disposed to look upon him as a 
“frivoler Mensch,” th at is to say, a 
frivolous man, which is a description 
th a t is altogether damning in the eyes 
of most Germans. 
But now the polit­ 
ical world a t Berlin has come to the 
conclusion th at the fact that he is a 
born raconteur, and that he is more 
prone to m errim ent than to sighs, does 
not prevent his tieing an 
extremely 
clever and successful diplomat 
Bu clo VV has no trace of th** senti­ 
mentality th a t is so distinguishing a 
tra it of the Teuton character. 
Nor 
could anyone la* less of a doctrinaire 
th an this grandson of (he famous Alex­ 
ander von Humboldt. 
He openly scoffs 
at altruism, and has 
no 
sym pathy 
whatever with wild goose chases for 
the benefit of humanity, or with any 
other Quixotic undertakings. 
Ile Is an 
opportunist of opportunists, glories in 
the fact, and has over before him w hat 
is best for Germany, not what is best 
for the world a t large. 
The chancel­ 
lor is devoted to music and Is extrem e­ 
ly artistic in his tastes.

A corporation composed of a consol­ 
idation of various companies organized 
in different States was held, by the 
United States Supreme Court in Patch 
vs. Wabash Ry. Co., 28 Supreme Court 
Reporter, 80, not entitled to remove a 
suit brought against it in a court of a 
State in which one of the constituent 
companies was Incorporated, to a fed­ 
eral court. 
The fact that it was incor­ 
porated in other States than th at in 
which tile suit was brought was held 
not to make it a non-resident. 
A newspaper published a misstate­ 
ment of an opinion banded down by the 
Supreme Court of Rhode Island. 
In 
contempt proceedings therefor the pa­ 
per alleged th at the error was uninten­ 
tional. 
The court held its good inten­ 
tions afforded no excuse in va w of the 
fact that its act in attempting to state 
the law was purely vouuntary, but al­ 
lowed it to purge itself by publishing 
the opinion iii tin* contempt case on its 
editorial page where the former artiele 
appeared. 
T he decision is rejiorted as 
In re Providence Journal Co., OS At­ 
lantic Reporter, 428. 
In an action against a corporation 
to recover moneys wrongfully paid to 
stockholders out of the capital as divi­ 
dends, a plea that a committee appoint­ 
ed to investigate tile m atter 
reported 
such action unnecessary, and that a t a 
meeting of the stockholders tin* m ajor­ 
ity voted against such action, was held, 
by the Court of E rrors and Appeals of 
New Jersey, in the oast* of Siegman vs. 
Electrical Vehicle Co., 05 Atlantic Re­ 
porter, 910, to state no defense. 
The 
court salil th at the violation of the New 
Jersey statutes on this subject affected 
not only the rights of the stockholders, 
but also those of the creditors, and 
that, even If it could he sanctioned by 
unanimous vote, this could not take 
awny tho right <>f tho public to Im* not 
misled as to the actual corporate as­ 
sets. 
A broker, having pledged stocks, be­ 
coming insolvent, redeemed certain of 
them, and turned them over to the cus­ 
tomer for whom they were purchased. 
On the ground th at this transaction 
constituted a preference, the trustee in 
bankruptcy brought action for their re­ 
covery, alleging that, as th** broker was 
under no obligation to deliver particu­ 
lar certificates to the customer, the r**- 
lation of debtor and creditor, rather 
than of pledgee and pledgor, existed at 
the time of insolvency. 
The United 
States Supreme Court in Richardson 
vs. Shaw, 28 Supreme Court Reporter, 
512, held that the real character of the 
broker was that of oommon-law pie Igee, 
and, the certificates of stock 
being 
merely tokens of ownership, It was im­ 
material that he was not compel Ie* I to 
return any designated ones to his cus­ 
tomer.

EXPLORING W INDSOR CASTLE. 


K t n v Order« T h o r o n g h E x a m i n a t i o n 
o f E v e r y P a r t o f R o y a l H o m e . 
The king lias ordered a thorough ex­ 
amination to b e made of ev ery room 
and apartm ent in Windsor Castle, ac­ 
cording to the London correspondent of 
the New York Sun. 
A castle with a 
history of ov er 700 years is w orth ex­ 
ploring. 
Windsor is no doub t a much 
greater treasure house than was imag­ 
ined up to quite recently. 
Improv ements made 
b y 
the king 
since his accession in the way of elec­ 
tric lighting, the installation of b ath­ 
rooms and the rearrangem ent of price­ 
less collections which had b een prac­ 
tically hidden 
for years hav e b een 
mentioned in this correspondence b e­ 
fore, b ut the resources of Windsor ns 
a treasure house are yet only Imper­ 
fectly understood. 
Not long ago the 
princess of Wales accidentally discov ­ 
ered a v aluab le collection of old iv ory 
miniatures, while the recent rearrange­ 
ment of the royal lib rary has b rought 
to light sev eral unsuspected v olumes of 
great v alue. 
Many of the v aults of the castle, 
which hav e not b een examined within 
memory, are filled with furniture and 
fittings remov ed from the rooms from 
time to time, and in them many v alu­ 
ab le finds are expected. 
The king Is 
also anxious to test the theory b rought 
forward some time ago that the sub ­ 
terranean passages 
under the castle 
lead to places far away and were con­ 
structed to secure a safe way out for 
the sov ereign and his court in time of 
siege. 
A map of these passages so 
far as they hav e yet b een traced is to 
b e prepared and then further inv estiga­ 
tion will b e made. 
The modern history of the castle b e­ 
gins only with George IV. 
When lie 
announced his intenfcon of making the 
castle his home a grant of £ 3,000 was 
v oted him b y parliament In 1824. 
The 
king 
took possession of his priv ato 
apartm ents in 1828. 
Other parliamen­ 
tary grants were made, until b y the 
end of the next reign ab out a million 
sterling had b een spent on the castle. 
Lord Carrington, a popular memb er 
of the present ministry, owes his title 
to an accident which happened to one 
of his ancestors. In 1790 Rob ert Smith, 
the b anker and founder of the family, 
had a house which fronted on the 
Green park, which park, of course, was 
the property of the crown. 
Mr. Smith 
sought a right of access to the park 
from his house. 
The request was duly 
conv eyed to King George III., who re 
plied: "I cannot grant him this priv i­ 
lege. b ut I will make him an Irish peer 
if he likes.” 
This alternativ e was ac­ 
cepted and the great family of Smith 
was thus enrolled in the peerage. 


BIRDS CHANGE COLOR. 


Tin « « 
A r c 
A l t e r e d 
t o 
A g r e e 
w i t h 
R n e k g r o n n d , D e c l a r e « S c le n t l« t. 
Lecturing on the coloration of b irds 
b efore the Lowell Institute, Dr. Hans 
Gadow gav e his audience a surprise. 
The greater portion of the discourse 
was an exposition of a scheme of “color 
photography,” as he termed it, whereb y 
the animal, under the influence of the 
light it ab sorb s, matches Itself in tint 
to its env ironment. 
Such a notion is 
a departure from the usual lines adopt 
ed b y naturalists, and some of the 
auditors classed the idea as “either un 
orthodox or else v ery new.” says a 
writer in the Boston Transcript. 
The explanation took its point of dc 
parture from the fact, stated In tlie 
first lecture, that b lack lizards kept In 
a white china dish will b e<*ome lighti 
in their color markings. 
It is a process 
in which the pigment of the colls is sc 
modified b y the light ab sorb ed b y it 
that a tendency tow ard some certain 
color is estab lished. 
It seemed on first 
hearing to b e of the nature of a hy­ 
pothesis, and in its support were assem 
b led facts such as that the Roentgen 
rays, the alpha, b eta and gamma rays 
and those of Findsen, each and all 
hav e effect upon the animals exposed 
to their influence. 
“ W hat is ab sorb ed,” 
said the speaker, “must either help or 
hurt.” 
The argum ent was long and loose 
and in parts ra the r technical. 
The ap­ 
plication of this principle to b irds is 
v ery difficult. 
The hypothesis modifies 
one of the usual suppositions of dev el­ 
opment, since it makes the env ironment 
change the animal. 
This change later 
b eing a protectiv e dev ice has added 
efficiency as such. 
Ail interesting exjHisition of the ef­ 
fects of clim ate followed, discussing 
the geographical segregation of sim ilar­ 
ly colored b irds. 
This point was fur 
flier illustrated b y means of many fine 
autocb rome lantern slides and photo­ 
graphs showing the color ranges and 
similarities in b irds, snakes and frogs. 
Much was said with reference to the 
dev elopment of patterns on feathers, 
the set used iieing from the same Argus 
pheasant that Charles Darwin studied. 
The peacock was considered last of all. 
The dev elopment of the “eyes” in its 
tail was followed up from 
the pin 
feathers, the lecturer explaining that 
the “tall” is not tin1 tail at all, b ut the 
feathers of the b ack, which are sup­ 
ported b ehind the tail. 
This is much 
like that of the turkey, forming a ser­ 
v iceab le and solid b acking to the lias» 
of the flimsy feathers of the peacock 
that we so admire.

his methods. 
I rememb er once lie said,

It is difficult to consider the adjust­ 
ment of the b ody to the tem perature 
conditions of the air without taking ac- 
*ouiit of ev aporation, which is of great 
importance, and is almost always in 
operation to a greater or les.» degree, 
says the Boston Transcript. The human 
b ody in health has not a dry surface, 
like the dry-b ulb thermometer, b ut is 
more or less moist b ecause of the exu- 
latlon 
of perspiration through 
the 
ooi’es of the skin. 
When this moisture 
» v apó rales the skin cools through the 
loss of heat, which is required in the 
process of ev aporation. 
Cramer has 
shown that lio» amount of water lost 
through perspiration during a hot sum­ 
mer day. if a limn is kept at hard work, 
may reach b etween 7 j*er cent and 8 
per cent of the weight of his b ody. 
Other tilings b eing equal, there is 
more ev aporation— the 
warmer, 
the 
drier, 
and the less quiet 
the air. The 
hotter 
the air, the greater its capacity 
for water v apor: the drier the air. tlie 
more water can still b e ev aporated into 
:l ; the more wind, the greater the op­ 
portunity for ev aporation into It ; the 
more wind the greater the opportunity 
for ev aporation into the fresli supply of 
lir which is constantly b rought to the 
b ody. 
If the air b e completely satur- 
ited at tin» b ody temperature, there can 
lie no ev aporation; b ut if the air b e 
saturated b elow the b ody temperature, 
llu» b ody warms the air nearest it ; in 
so doing the capacity of the air for 
water v apor is increased, and ev apora­ 
tion may then b egin again. 
Ev en if the 
temperature of the air is» i)8.<> degrees, 
unless the air is saturated, the b ody 
can cool b y ev aporation. 
It lias b een 
shown tliat when the air is dry human 
b eings can endure extraordinarily high 
temperature, as in the cast» of a man 
who stayed twenty minutes in dry air 
at 212 degrees. 
Hot dry air in motion is 
much cooler than hot dry air at rest, 
and hot m dst a ir Is oppressiv e b ecause 
there is little opportunity for ev apora­ 
tion. The moist b eat felt during a v oy­ 
age across the Red 8 ea in August or 
Septemb er, with an air tem perature of 
90 degrees, is much more oppressiv e 
than is the heat in the up"er prov ince» 


of India during the b lowing of the “hot 
winds,” which are dry, when the tem­ 
perature is 112 degrees and 118 de­ 
grees. 
The excessiv e dryness of these 
winds is made use of to keep the air 
of dwellings cooler b y means of wet 
“tattles” hung ov er 
doors 
and 
win­ 
dows. 
The more moist the air and the 
nearer its tem perature to that of the 
b ody, the less difference 
does 
wind 
make. 
Dry air is in many respects an 
adv antage at all seasons; in winter b e­ 
cause» it makes the loss of heat b y con­ 
duction less, and in summer b ecause it 
increases the loss of heat b y ev apora­ 
tion. 
Ev idently, too, conduction enters into 
this question, for when the air is moist 
ev aporation is lessened, b ut conduction 
(unless the air b e at the b ody tempera- 
ture) Is increased. On the whole, con­ 
duction is at a maximum in winter and 
ev aporation In summer. 
The v ery dry 
air of our furnace-heated 
houses 
in 
winter must he kept at a high teinj» era- 
turo If we wish to b e comfortab le in 
it 
We lessen the loss of heat from 
the b ody b y conduction when we raise 
the temperature, b ut the loss b y ev apor­ 
ation must b e v ery great, b ecause of 
the dryness of the nlr. 
If our houses 
were prov ided with a more moist heat 
we could 1m» comfortab le indoors with 
considerab ly 
lower 
temperature, 
b e­ 
cause ev aporation would lie so much 
decreased. This has l>oen experimental­ 
ly determined b y D r Henry J. Barnes 
of Boston, who found that when the 
nil* in his office had a relativ e humid-- 
ity of 27 per cent the temperature had 
to b e 70 or 71 degrees, b ut when b y 
means of a certain amount of w ater 
daily, he b ad b rought the air to a rela­ 
tiv e humidity of 53 per cent, a teiii]>er- 
ature of 05 was comfortab le. The tem ­ 
peratures in our houses are comfortab le 
at nlwmt 70 degrees b ecause the air is 
calm. 
If the air were in motion we 
should b e uncomfortab ly cool, b ecause 
of the increased ev aporation.

How the Pictures Are M anufactured. 
Some idea of what it means to make a moving picture was gained from 
a visit to Ola* of the largest studios. 
Here the stage, the dressing and prop­ 
erty rooms are as elaborate as those of a well-equipped theater. 
'i’he points of difference front the theatrical stage are. however, strik­ 
ing, owing to tin* limitations cl photography. 
All of the scenery—a dif­ 
ferent set for calli series of pictures—is painted in black, white and gray. 
to make the films clear-cut. 
The stage, sixty feet wide and forty feet deep. 


“A Fire in a Boarding School.” 
Iii "'I'he Great Train Bobbery,” another 
popular series of pictures, the scenes showing a dance hall, a telegraph 
office and the interior of a baggage ear were made in the studio.. The train 
scenes were photographed n**ar Paterson. X. J. 
A special passenger train 
was hired for the invasion, and KHI theatrical supers were rehearsed to act 
as passengers, train crew and bandits. 
Most of tile moving pictures showing what were announced as scenes 
in the rei-ent Cuban war were made In the^Orange mountains.

made in Cuba. 
The rest were carefully rehearsed with professional supers.

But in the city the appearance of a camera means the gathering of a crowd. 
It is next to inqiossihle to keep the people out of range.”

These figures, of 
course, tell only a part of the story, 
since at least 50,000 of the unemployed, 
according to tile experts, have fuml 
lies. 
Bad as the situation is, nuder 
ordinary circumstances it 
could 
be 
much worse,tsays the Inter Ocean. 
With tile approach of winter there 
is annually an influx of floating population to Chicago, because of the ease 
with which lodging and fon! can he obtained there* through relief organiza­ 
tions. 
This year, however, measures 
were taken to minimize this in­ 
flux. 
The pol bv have attempted to keep awny the vagrant element, 
Word 
has been sent broadcast to the workers who usually flock to Chicago in the 
winter to keep away, as there is no work for them. 
Moreover, with the 
approach of winter anil the practical certainty that there would be no em­ 
ployment for them, thousands of foreigners left the city and went home to 
Europe, to stay at least until times become better. 
These foreigners arc 
thought to number at least 50,(XKI, aud their abseil iv relieves the situation ma­ 
terially. 
The county agent, the Salvation Army, the Associated Charities 
anil the various employment agencies all agree that there are more unem­ 
ployed workingmen in Chicago now than there has been in many years past. 
The big relief organizations of Cook County, the county in which Chicago 
is located, are taking care of a large number of the unemployed and needy. 
The county agent maintains a large store, where all kinds of staple com­ 
modities for the relief of families are kept. 
The county aims to investigate 
cases to ascertain whether or not applicants are worthy, but not many ques­ 
tions are asked of first applicants if there appears to be a need of immediate 
relief. 
In extreme cases the county will send provisions to families, but as a 


general rule beneficiaries are expected to appear in person. 
The monthly 
double ration which is issued here to families having more than three cli 11 - 
dreu consists of two bars of soap, six inninds of rice, five pounds of beans, 
five pounds of rolled outs, two pounds of coffee, one pound of tea, two bags of 
flour and five pounds of corn meal. Coal is also furnished if needed. 
Iii the 
ease of reb a ted applications extreme care is taken to see that the eases are 
worthy of assistance. 
The biggest central bureau outside of tho county agent’s office is the 
Bureau of Charities. 
This is the biggest central bureau of the city, and it 
conducts the most extensive work of private charity iii the homes of the poor 
ill Chicago. 
Besides this organization are tile Chicago Belief and Aid So­ 
ciety, the Coifed Hebrew Charities and the Society of St. Vincent de Paul. 
The Salvation Army aud the Volunteers of America do a vast work in sup­ 
plementing the work of the big organizations. 
Both have their headquarters, 
their storehouses aud their branches, through which relief is afforded Hie 
needy. 
Homeless wanderers are always taken care of In the police stations of 
the city at night or supplied with tickets for the municipal lodging house, 
which has now been in existence for several years and has been found to bo 
practical In its working*.

This does not merely mean that the 
"Great Train Robbery’* really happened near Paterson, X. J., or that the 
scene of “The Storming of San Juan Hill” was in the Orange Mountains. 
It applies to the dancing Teddj bears and Hie whirling detached letters 
slipping into a continuous sentence, as well as to many other tricks of the 
moving picture studio. 
Once these tricks were closely guarded secrets; now the makers of 
moving pictures realize that their success ilejiends upon Hie cleverness of 
their ideas rather than on the tricks themselves, and they talk freely 
of them. 
Most of tin* tricks depend on the fact that a moving picture is. in 
reality, a series of photographs on a gelatine film, each showing a slight 
variation in movement and reflected on a screen in such rapid succession 
that the changes iii the pictures are merged or blended, so that the objects 
photographed seem to move. 
How delicate are these slight variations in 
the ] del tires may he suggested by tin* fact that a moving picture requiring 
fifteen minutes to show comprises Horn 14.<kmi to PUMO photographs an inch 
long and seven-eights of an inch wide on a film 1.000 feet long. 
They pass 
through the lantern at an average speed of from sixty to seventy-five pic­ 
tures a second. 
While preparing the photographs it is a simple matter to stop the film 
in the camera and make changes in a groiq^ 
Thus a dummy is substituted 
for an actor just before a train is supposed to strike him. 
A doll or a 
Teddy bear may seem to move on a lantern screen by taking each photo­ 
graph separately and changing the poses very slightly between times. 
Such 
substitutions also explain the socalled “magical pictures,” originated by 
Malles, a magician, iii Paris, in which objects disappear or characters are 
“materialized” iii an instant, seemingly from nowhere. 


NOTORIOUS CONVICT KILLED.

“Eddie” Quinn, notorious bank rob­ 
ber and professional cracksman, who 
escaped from the Joliet penitentiary 
Aug. 28, 1907, and who has successfully 
eluded the police of the country in their 
search for bim for over a year, was 
shot to den til by the town marshal, I*’. 
<\ Wood, of Greenwich, Ohio. 
Quinn was killed while he and sev­ 
eral other men were blowing the safe 
of the First National bank of Green­ 
wich. 
The escaped convict and the 
marshal engaged iii a revolver battle. 
After several shots Quinn fell dead 
and the marshal was .severely wound­ 
ed. The remainder of the bank robbers 
escaped. 
The criminal career of Quinn began 
iii 1884, when he robbed a jewelry store 
at Laporte, Iud., of goods valued at 
815,( (>o. 
He was captured and sent to 
the Indiana State prison. 
After serv­ 
ing Ids sentence he came to Illinois aud 
was again arrested on the charge of 
robbing the First National bank at 
Abingdon. 
Sentenced to the Joliet penitentiary. 
Quinn was assigned to the prison hos­ 
pital. 
He suecei*ded Iii sawing the bars 
in one of the windows, and with the 
aid of bandages and a hoop he impro­ 
vised a riqw*. with which he lowered 
himself to the ground.
